Mayors and City Attorneye Have a 


Conference »t SptinKfield. 


Prom 


TueterUar the called meeting ot may- 


ors and dty attorney; ot cities in Illinois 
was held at Springfield. Mayor Sberratt, 
ot Eocktord, wae elected chairman, and 
Attorney W. H. Bnyder, of Belleville, 
secretary. The object ot tbe meeting 
was stated by tbe chair to be tor tbe pnr- 
poee ot finding some way to help the 
growing cities raise money tor public im. 
provemenr, 


Tbe attorneys from Deoatnr, Joliet and 


Bloouiington were not in favor of placing 
heavier BBcesanients on their cities. The 
mayor of Peoria stated that be wiehed to 
have a bill passed by the legislature to 
allow all cities over 10,000 inhabitants to 
borrow money over-end above the pres- 
ent allowance. U« said tbe saloon license 
wea $500 per year, and tbat Peoria raised 
»15,(K» by this meant. Tbe police torce 
coat his city $60,000 per year, and that 
thi* means of revenue was inadequate to 
provide funds to TUD the city, even with 
the amount allowed them by law. 


The attorney for Belleville eaid that 


bin city waa in a different boat from any 
of the cities beard from, They needed 
money to build » wator main from the 
ttiMtaeippi river, as the inpplj needed is 
great, and this ie the only practicable 
way to fnrotoh water. This could not bo 
done by issuing bonds, as tbe city WPS 
greatly in debt, and it could not be Joce 
by etieoial taxation, 
City Attorney McDonald eaid 
he 


thought the only way to remedy this was 
"If there is to be an increase in taxation 
or indebtedness, let the people do it."

Conference at Springfield.

Teeterday the celled meeting of may- 


ore and oity attorney? of cities in Illinois 
was held a* Springfield, Mayor Bhetratt, 
of Bookton), waa ejected chairman, and 
attorney W. H. Snyder, of Belleville, 
secretary. The object of the meeting 
wae stated by tbe chair to be for the pur- 
pose of finding some way to help the 
growing uitiee raise money for pubbc im- 
provement. 


Tbe attorneys from Dsoatur, Joliet and 


Blooming ton were not in favor of placing 
heavier BBeessments on their cities. The 
mayor of Peoria stated that he wished to 
have a bill passed by the legislature to 
allow all oitiea over 10,000 inhabitants to 
borrow money over-end above the pres- 
ent allowance. He said the saloon license 
waa S500 per year, and thatPeoriaraiBed 
$75,000 by Ibis means. Tbe police force 
coit tue city 800,000 per year, and that 
this means of revenue was inadequate to 
provide triads to run the city, even with 
the amount allowed them by law. 


Tbe attorney for Belleville said that 


his city was in a different boat from any 
of tbe tikes heard from. They needed 
money to bojld a water main from tbe 
Missieaippi river, as the inpply needed ia 
great, and this ie the only practicable 
way to fnrnisb water. This could not be 
done by isaning bonds, aa the oity was 
greatly in debt, and it conlct not be docs 
by epeciat taxation.

We ohall roue 3,000 acres of hemp this 
rear onreelfea, and the farmers in Cham- 
paign oonnty will raiae 3,000 acres more, 
so we ehall need to bring from B distance, 
the product ot only about 4,000 noree. 
That IK, we can manufacture the raw 
lemp from abont 10,000 acres. The nedt 
haryeet will require about 100,000,000 
pounds ot twine, end it woaJd require 
about 200,000 acres ot ground to produce 
Uie amount of hemp neoeasary to make 
it. 
We have demonstrated that tbe 


'armers can grow obis hemp more profit- 
ably than they can raise corn, and ite onl- 
nvatioD would withdraw juet that macb 
land from earn culture, aiding m tbe re- 
1 not ion ot the corn surplus and tbna 
wJpmff the farmers on both bands. 
Farmers all over thw etate, Iowa, Neb- 
raska, Minnesota and Wisconsin, give as 
;b« moat anqtialitfed 
aaauronoe that 


hemp twine is superior to aieal or 'stao- 
datd' twioee, and fulljr equal to the beat 
Manilla. Six thousand pounds of hemp 
twins were used lust bar-rout, on the great 
Saake river farm io Minnesota, in a good 
average wheat crop, and the average 
amount required waa 1>£ ponnde to the 
core. These twin™ can be made and 
eold cheaper than tbe Twine Trust bate 
ever eold twice* of different fibre, and 
onr deliberate conclusion ie that the 
American (aimers should now grow the 
tiemp themselves, encourage the estab- 
lishment of twine factories directly in the 
wheat-growing states, and save millione 
ot money sent abroad for sisal, manilla, 
and other foreign fibres.

Lieutenant Sherman, who had been in 
Loraana, came north, tally convinced 
that a great civil conflict was imminent; 
and having bean schooled in military 
science at West Point be desired to otter 
his servioea to the Government. He 
sought and obtained through bis brother, 
John Sherman, then a member ot Con- 
gress, on interview with the President. 
He told the Fmsident that n great war 
ironia inevitably follow tbe action of tbe 
neoessioDists of tbe south and that bis 
services were at the dtepoeal of the Pres- 
ident. 


Lincoln at that time did cot behove 


that the South meant to be as bad as ite 
leaders and his reply to Lieut. Sherman 
was: "Toe Government will not need 
such soldiers as yon." Sherman left tbe 
President and appealed to tbe Secretary 
of War with tbe same result 


Boon after Sutnter was fired upon and 


the war became a terrible retdity. Sher- 
man commanded a brigade at the first 
battle of Bull Bun, where he dietin 
gniehed himself tor coolness, courage and 
genius, He, however, kept on talking 
about the magnitude the conflict would 
ultimately assume. But the Govern men t 
was not convinced that Sherman was not 
over-excited. He waa sent to Louisville 
to take charge of tbe troops concentrated 
at that point; and when asked by the 
Secretary ot War how many men he 
needed to operate safely in that part of 
the field, hereplied; "If you desire me 
to act on the defensive, I will need 20,000 
men, if on the offensive, it will require at 
least 60,000 men to asenr» success." The 
word then went out that aherman wne 
crasj; and the President was disposed to 
remove him from tbe command and 
would have done so had not Congressman 
Sherman, who bimselt feared that bis 
brother's mind was a little off, prevailed 
upon the President to allow him to visit 
the them General Sherman, ascertain the 
facie and report the same to the Presi- 
dent before action sbottld be taken. The 
result of that visit was that John Sher- 
man was convinced and be in turn con- 
vinced the Government that "Bill 
Sherman was not only not crazy but hoc 
a better conception of the real situation 
than any other man in the North.
